OULD winter fogs be cleared by sound waves? Russian scientists think it - 


might be possible. They are pressing ahead with “encouraging” 


experi- 


ments to dissipate mist and fog by broadcasting low frequency signals. 


The signals vibrate at such a 
pitch that they break up the 
droplets, 


So far, the Russians say, they 
have dispersed a heavy mist 
in two minutes. But it was 
done inside apparatus called a 
cloud chamber, 1,750 cubic feet 
in size.
